Community celebrates Lisa Ziegert s life

hey came from all over the 

country for Lisa Ziegert. They 
came to celebrate her life, to re- 
member how she touched their 
lives, and to make sure that no one 
ever forgets her. 

Former classmates and friends 
— some from as far away as Florida 
— joined the Ziegert family and 
more than 100 others in front of the 
Agawam Public Library on April 
15 to mark the 20th anniversary 
of Lisa’s murder and to recall her 
wonderful, but short life. 

The 24-year-old middle school 
teacher’s aide was abducted April 
15, 1992, from her part-time job 
at an Agawam card shop. She was 
found slain in a wooded area in 
Agawam near the Connecticut bor- 
der four days later. Her murder re- 
mains unsolved. 

The event Sunday — two decades 
since the tragedy occurred — was 
not a solemn occasion, nor was it 
one of sadness. It was emotional, 
but it also was a time to reflect on 
who Lisa was and to honor her life 
with personal stories as well as 
with music. 

“We’re overwhelmed to see 
so many people here,” said Di- 
ane “Dee” Ziegert, Lisa’s mother, 
when she saw the large crowd. She 
said the event was a way to “cele- 
brate Lisa, her life, what she meant 
to us when she was here, and what 
she’s meant since she’s been gone 
20 years.”

Tree renews fond memories

AGAWAM — Lisa Ziegert is 
still looking out for her family, 
her former school, and her com- 


munity. 
There was a clear sign of this 
when Lisa’s mother — Diane 


“Dee” Ziegert — stepped to the 
microphone at a tree rededication 
ceremony last week at the school 
where Lisa worked as a para- 
professional until her murder 20 
years ago. The threatening show- 
ers stopped, the dark, grey clouds 
parted, and the sun briefly shone. 
About 50 people, including 
town and school officials, Hamp- 
den County District Attorney 
Mark Mastroianni, and Lisa’s 
family and friends, gathered in 
front of the Roberta G. Doering 
School (formerly the Agawam 
Middle School) on the afternoon 


of April 12. 
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They were there for the dedica- 
tion of a small Japanese maple tree 
that had been planted in memory 
of Lisa. It replaces a tree planted 
by staff and students following 
her death that had stood for nearly 
two decades until it was severely 
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damaged in last October’s surprise 
snowstorm. 

“T thank you all for this beauti- 
ful tree. Once again, as I go by, I 
will see the white bow, and I will 
think of Lisa and all of you for

Still seeking 
justice for Lisa

It’s been 20 years since Lisa 
Ziegert was murdered in town. 
Despite the passage of time, the 
investigation of 
who abducted her 
from a card shop 
in Agawam, killed 
her, and left her 
body in a swampy 
area near the edge 
of town remains, 
an active case with 
the Agawam Po- 
lice Department. 

At a celebra- 
tion marking the 
20th anniversary of Lisa’s death, 
Agawam’s current mayor Rich- 
ard A. Cohen, and the head of 
the police department’s detective 
bureau assured Lisa’s family and 
friends that they are still working

to catch the killer or killers and 
get justice for her. 

Cohen, in his brief remarks, 
said Lisa will live “in the hearts 
of everybody who knew her” for 
years to come. 

“There’s nothing I can say 
that can make 
it easier or bet- 
ter, but all of us 
together, as a 
community, can 
certainly sup- 
port the Ziegerts 
and each other 
through this dif- 
ficult time. It 
is my prayers 
and dreams that 
whoever did this 
to Lisa is found and gets what 
they deserve,” he said 

Christopher Johnson, who was 
serving the town as mayor in 
1992, said the one horrible thing

DA brings compelling © 
campaign to AHS

AGAWAM — “I wish I could take that 
day back. I caused a crash that killed a man. 
I made a terrible choice.” 

Those are the words of “Ted,” a 27-year- 
old man from eastern Massachusetts, cur- 
rently serving jail time for that accident. 

He had been on his way to a UMass bas- 
ketball game and to visit his girlfriend after 
he had been drinking with friends at a res- 
taurant on the afternoon of the accident. 

Ted never made it to the game or to see 
his girlfriend. His life — and the lives of the 
man’s family who was killed while taking 
his son back to school — was changed for- 
ever that day. 

“I can’t imagine the phone call that man’s 
wife received because I made a poor choice 
to get behind the wheel after I had been 
drinking,” he said. 

Ted and “Alan,” a 29-year-old Springfield 
man who is also incarcerated, talked recent- 
ly with Agawam High School juniors and 
seniors. Ted and Alan (not their real names) 
are criminal offenders who are part of a 
safe driving awareness program run by the 
Hampden County District Attorney’s office. 

For the past year, the program has been 
held at nearly two dozen high schools in 
Hampden County — primarily in the spring 
near the time of proms and graduations. The 
AHS prom is Friday, April 20. 

The program focuses on educating stu- 
dents about the consequences of substance 
abuse, impaired driving, and other risky be- 
haviors that students may engage in while 
driving, such as texting, speeding, and fail- 
ure to use seat belts.

heard from several members of the DA’s of- 
fice during a 90-minute school assembly that 
opened with a 10-minute video produced by 
the DA’s office. 

The video immediately grabbed students’ 
attention with an opening scene of a horrific 
and graphic crash caused by a teen distracted 
by using her cell phone while driving. Sever- 
al other teenagers whose lives were affected 
by distracted driving crashes also were fea- 
tured in the video. 

Intercut throughout the movie was video 
footage and still photos taken at real crash 
scenes on local roads. The intent of show- 
ing wrecks on roads familiar to students is to 
help drive home the tragic consequences of 
distracted driving. 

But what is even more effective — and is

Proms and graduations are supposed to 
be a time of joy and celebration for high 
school students. 

But the crumpled car that sits in front of 
Agawam High School is a grim reminder 
that sometimes those events can have trag- 
ic consequences for teens. 
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a key component of the program — are the 
personal stories Ted and Alan shared about 
the choices they had made that altered their 
lives. 

Ted said he had listened to a similar pre- 
sentation on safe driving when he was in 
high school. He had been a good student, got 
good grades, and had never been in trouble. 

“Jail is no place I ever thought I was going 
to be. I listened to speakers tell similar sto- 
ries to mine, but for some reason the words 
went in one ear and out the other. There was 
something I didn’t get. I thought it would 
never happen to me — and then it did,” he 
said. 

“Nothing has happened to you — yet,” he 
added. 

“If it can happen to me, it can happen to 
you. I’ve lost more than my freedom. My 
body will be freed one day, but my mind will 
always be incarcerated for what I did that 
day. What I did will linger forever.” 

He urged students to “use your head the 
next time you’ve been drinking” or get into 
a car with someone who’s been drinking.

A rea brush fires over the last few weeks 

ave drawn firefighters and agencies from 
across the state together and have brought to 
our attention the need to be ever-viligant in 
our behavior when it comes to burning and the 
dangers that it represents, particularly in areas 
already ravaged by severe weather. 

It should also make us that more apprecia- 
tive of the many volunteer firefighters that 
serve Our communities, who have to drop 
what they’re doing and race into harm’s way 
to protect other people’s lives and property. 

We know that our friends, neighbors and 
local businesses rely on their dedication to 
answer the call when our safety is in jeop- 
ardy. So it is in that spirit that we applaud 
our public officials — including state Rep. 
Nicholas Boldyga, R-Southwick — who re- 
cently passed legislation which will protect 
the primary jobs of call and volunteer fire- 
fighters. 

It is disheartening to know, if not alto- 
gether surprising given the current economic 
climate, that our local legislators have heard 
sporadic reports of such backlash from a 
handful of employers around the Common- 
wealth. And given everything these folks 
have done for us, it is just and right to see 
that they remain viable members of the 
workforce and are not penalized for serving 
their communities in one of the most self- 
less ways possible. Indeed, in many small 
communities in Western Massachusetts, vol- 
unteer firefighters make up a key portion (if 
not the majority) of the overall staff in fire 
departments that respond to everything from 
a kitchen fire to a full-blown conflagration 
that consumes acres of land. 

The legislation, according to Boldyga, 
would help to ensure that volunteer firefight- 
ers have “added job security” in order to 
provide for their families. 

The bill titled “An Act to Protect Volun- 
teer Firefighters from Dismissal,” would not 
impose a fine but would open up employers 
that treat volunteer firefighters unfairly to 
legal action, and would broaden the scope 
of their responses in current law to include 
incidents involving hazardous materials,

solemn sentiments in 140 characters 
or less.

my years in the media. As a reporter, 
I’ve participated in three rides with 
local cops. The first time I went, I 


was on the job for six months and 
trying to learn more about the role 
of the police department and offi- 
cers in the town I covered.

medical emergencies and natural disasters. 
Emergency medical technicians would also 
be included in this language. 

Andin “An Act Relative to the State Wild- 
fire Team,” encompassing the 42 members of 
the State Wildfire Team, public employees 
would be allowed 21 days of leave to respond 
to incidents — highly trained team members 
occasionally travel across the country — and 
this would not affect their pay or benefits. 
Advocates for the bill noted that the federal 
government reimburses the state for all ex- 
penses related to such employees’ absence. 

It seems clear that such laws werelong 
overdue; we’d hate to think that a single man 
or woman involved in our local fire services 
has ever donned their gear with any fear of 
reprisal. And it might not be a bad idea to let 
our local employers know how much these 
individuals mean to us — and how much their 
continued employment means to our whole 
community.

When I 
hear of on-the-job tragedies like the two re- 
ported last week, it is their faces (and count- 
less others) that I see in my head, and I pray, 
every day, to never have to write a similar 
news story. 

I may thrive on breaking news, but I could 
do without that kind of tragedy.

your dedication in remembering her — and lov- 
ing her — as we do,” said Ziegert just before she 
and Doering Principal Marc Constanzi tied the 
bow on the tree. 

Ziegert said that when the first tree was ded- 
icated it was very important to her family be- 
cause it was a living thing 
represented their daughter’s spirit at the school 
where she spent so many hours. She said “‘it 
was a blow” to see the damage to the first tree 
dedicated in her daughter’s memory following 
the storm. 


Rededication 

“I should have known that her friends 
wouldn’t let it go, that the tree would be re- 
done. As we dedicate this tree, we rededicate 
Lisa’s spirit — not just to all of us, but to this 
school.” 

Ziegert said a tree is a fitting tribute to Lisa 
because it’s strong and it gives to people, to 
the community, to the air — and it makes life 
better. 

“Its beautiful and it protects you from the 
sun and the rain — just as Lisa protected her 
students,” she said. “She loved her students.” 

Mayor Richard A.Cohen, in his remarks at 
the ceremony, said the tree rededication was 
an honor to Lisa. “Twenty years later, she still 
lives in all of our hearts, minds, and souls. No- 
body has forgotten her. That’s what truly makes 
us a community. And what keeps her cherished 
memory alive is us as a community.” 

He said the ceremony was one way of keep- 
ing Lisa’s memories alive and strong. 

“We can never forget Lisa, who was so 
loved. When she walked into a room, every- 
body smiled. She was such an ‘enthusiastic, 
positive, wonderful soul.” 

The mayor told those gathered for the cer- 
emony that their remembrance of Lisa is an 
honor to the community and to Lisa. Address- 
ing Dee Ziegert and her husband George, he 
said, “She will continue to live on in our hearts 
and memories, and my heart will always be 
with you.” 

Agawam School Superintendent William 
Sapelli — who has worked in the district for 
34 years — also spoke briefly at the dedication. 
He said it’s hard to believe that it has been 20 


years since Lisa’s death. Sapelli added that 
while they worked in the same district — and 
even at the same schools — their paths never 
crossed. 

Sapelli transferred from the middle school 
the year Lisa began working there. He went to 
the school where, the year before, she had been 
a student teacher. “We just missed each other 
— and that was my loss,” he said. 

Sapelli said Lisa was highly regarded as a 
teacher’s aide and would have made an excel- 
lent teacher had she lived to pursue her dream 
of teaching. He added that Lisa’s untimely 
death was a loss not only to her family and 
to the district but also to her students and to 
those students who would never benefit from 
her teaching. 


‘She touched many, many lives’ 

“T know Lisa would have been an outstand- 
ing teacher,’ said Agawam’s top educator. 
“Many, many children’s lives would have been 
touched — even more than the lives she had 
already touched in the short time she was in 
education. She touched many, many lives. Not 
just students, but also many parents and many 
teachers. Lisa is sorely missed.” 

During a reception afterwards in the school’s 
Lisa Ziegert Memorial Garden, Dee Ziegert 
called the tree dedication ceremony “a beau- 
tiful, touching, and inspiring ceremony.” She 
added that the community events to remember 
and to honor her daughter also bring comfort 
and support to her family on the anniversary 
of Lisa’s death. 

“AIT who remember Lisa help to keep her 
spirit alive — in us and in others. Lisa is still 
doing good work because her spirit is still here 
in this school,” she said. 

Barbara Connery, a close friend of the Zieg- 
erts who attended the tree dedication, said the 
community’s memorials for Lisa “shows the 
love the town has for her and how important 
Lisa was to the community.” 

Connery added that with all the attention 
surrounding the anniversary of Lisa’s death, 
she is hoping it will jog people’s memories and 
that someone will come forward with informa- 
tion that will help solve Lisa’s murder. 

“Ultimately, we hope we will find justice for 
Lisa.”

“Having a loss of life on your conscience 
is something you don’t want to have to live 
with. It’s a struggle for me to get up each 
and every morning knowing what I caused 
that family.” 

Alan, kicked out of high school for drink- 
ing and now serving time for substance 
abuse, said while all of his friends went to 
college he didn’t because of his drinking. 

He also lost several close friends in auto 
accidents caused by drunk or distracted driv- 
ing. “Everything you saw in the video was 
the real deal — 100 percent legit,” he said. 

“Knocking over a glass is an accident, too, 
but having an accident while driving a car is

killed in traffic accidents each year. Accord- 
ing to the Center for Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC), just in 2008, emergency 
rooms treated more than 350,000 teens aged 
15 to 19 for crash injuries. 

High risk for poor driving decisions 

According to safety groups, the major rea- 
son for these deaths and injuries is that teens 
are at high risk for making poor driving deci- 
sions — from speeding to drunk or distracted 
driving to driving with too many passengers 
in a car to failing to wear seat belts. 

The NHTSA statistics also show that the 
deadliest months for teen drivers are April, 
May, and June. According to NHTSTA, 
one-third of all alcohol-related car accidents 
happen during the months that coincide with 
high school proms and graduation parties. 
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much more serious. A life is valuable.” 

Alan told students to enjoy their prom, 
then he added: “You can have just as much 
fun at your prom without drinking or taking 
any substance, period. You don’t want to en- 
dure the pain I have.” 

Assistant District Attorney James Forsyth 
told students that as a prosecutor he has been 
called to many accident scenes at all hours. 
He said his work never hit close to home 
— until one day. Leaving for a Red Sox game 
with his nephew, he was called to an acci- 
dent scene. 

A driver had hit and killed a pedestrian be- 
cause he wasn’t paying attention. He looked 
left and turned right. The pedestrian was 


Another federal agency, the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Transportation, says 5,202 teens are 
injured and 48 teens are killed nationwide 
in car crashes on a typical prom weekend. 
A 2010 survey by Liberty Mutual Insurance 
and Students Against Drunk 
Driving (SADD) found that 
90 percent of seniors and 
juniors who were surveyed 
thought their friends were 
more likely to drive drunk 
on prom night. 

That’s the bad news. The 
good news is teen injuries 
and deaths from car crashes 
have been declining since 
2002. 


Reaching out to teens 
One reason for the de- 
cline is that 
parents are 
becom- 
ing more 
proactive 
when it 
comes to talking to their 
teenagers about the risks of 
distracted and drunk driv- 
ing. 

Another reason is safety

Forsyth’s uncle. 

“Now I know what it’s like from both 
sides —as a prosecutor and as a victim,” said 
Forsyth. 

He urged students to resist the urge to im- 
mediately respond to a text while driving. 
“Wait a second. Wait until the next time you 
stop the car because you have to look down 
to read it.” 

Brian Sullivan, deputy director of the 
DA’s Community Safety and Outreach Unit, 
told students they have choices when they 
get into a car. 

“Getting behind the wheel is one thing, 
but you have a choice of who you get into 
a car with. Don’t be afraid to tell a person 


recently that reach out to teens about the 
dangers of distracted driving. 

Brian Sullivan, deputy director for the 
DA’s Community Safety and Outreach Unit, 
said while the DA’s office had no money and 
no budget for the pro- 
gram, they started it last 
year at the urging of local 
police departments. “It’s 
hard to measure how suc- 
cessful we’ve been, but 
we're hopeful that kids 
will retain the message 
when they leave the as- 
sembly.” 

Many apparently did, 
according to junior Tom 
Barrows. “We were 
shocked by what we heard 
and saw. Normally, our 
assemblies aren’t as quiet 
as this one. The speakers 
hit home with their life- 
changing stories. They 
were raw and uncensored 
— and showed how one dumb mistake can 
ruin your life.” 

Raising student awareness about the dan- 
gers of distracted and drunk driving, and that 
it “does and can happen to you, is critical 
— and potentially life-saving,’ said Agawam 
School Superintendent William Sapelli. 

Choices have consequences 

Kathleen O’Connor, who has worked for 
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to slow down or take away the cell phone. 
That's your choice.” 

He added that texting and driving is not 
just a distraction, it’s illegal in Massachu- 
setts. It’s also illegal for anyone under age 
18 to drive and use a cell phone to talk or 
to text. 

“My message is simple: not only is it bad 
for driving, it’s also a criminal offense,” said 
Sullivan. 

Senior Collin Ritter called the presenta- 
tion a “very eye-opening” experience. “I was 
in awe watching the video — it showed what 
can happen in a split second when you don’t 
pay attention.” 


the DA’s office for 23 years, said the DA’s 
distracted driving program is something 
she’s wanted to do for a long time. “I was 
very pleased when District Attorney Mark 
Mastroianni recognized the importance 
of having this program and gave us the go 
ahead to put it together,” she said. 

“Its important to have an educational pro- 
gram to help prevent distracted driving acci- 
dents. If we can help prevent even one crash 
it will be worth it,” she said. 

The mother of two teenagers herself, 
O’Connor said she understands how impor- 
tant it is to teenagers to have a driver’s li- 
cense and a car. 

“Our goal is to show students they have 
choices when they get into a car. And those 
choices have consequences — for them, for 
their families, for other families, and for the 
community. We want them to think before 
they get in a car.” 

As a victim/witness advocate in the DA’s 
office, O’Connor said she has seen some 
very challenging and tragic cases over the 
years. She added that she would rather do 
the work up front by talking to students than 
seeing grieving families in the courthouse.

Ziegert told those gathered at the celebra- 
tion that “Lisa was special to each of us in 
different ways — whether you knew her all 
her life, for a few short years, for a short pe- 
riod time, or from what you’ve heard about 
her since her death, she made a difference in 
all of our lives.” 

Ziegert said she’s not surprised that Lisa 
made a difference in people’s lives while she 
was alive, but what “really does surprise” her 
is the difference Lisa has made in the lives 
of others in the 20 years since her death. 
From scholarships to children who plan to 
work with children to donations to Agawam 
schools to charitable contributions. More 
than $90,000 has been given in Lisa’s name. 

“Even now, people come up to me and tell 
me they think of Lisa all the time and what a 
wonderful person she was. So, you see, her 
spirit does live on.”

Three former classmates who played with 
Lisa in the Agawam High School marching 
band joined retired Agawam band director 
Darcy Davis to perform “Amazing Grace.” 
Trombone player Paul Joseph, now living 
in Laurel, Md., united with trumpet players 
Todd Connery of Enfield, Conn., and Kelley 
Bolduc of Boston.

Remembering an 
‘extraordinary’ friend 

Kimberly Souders-Murray’s biggest fear 
when Lisa died was that she would forget the 
woman who had been her best friend since 
they had met in sixth grade. 

But she hasn’t forgotten Lisa. Souders- 
Murray remembered in great detail her fond 
memories of their life together — from a mid- 
dle school science project to Lisa’s troubles 
with parallel parking to late night phone calls 
while both were in college at opposite ends 
of the state to ordering black raspberry ice 
cream, a vanilla Coke, and splitting a side of

fries with her when they met at Friendly’s.“‘T 
remember that once upon a time, there was 
a little girl whose life did not have a happy 
ending,” said Souders-Murray as she tried to 
keep from choking up. “She was an ordinary 
girl, she was your friend, your cousin, your 
sister, your daughter, and although she was 
just an ordinary girl, the friendship she gave 
me and many others was extraordinary.” 

Souders-Murray, now living in eastern 
Massachusetts, saw Lisa a short time before 
she went missing. She added that she was 
privileged to be able to name Lisa “as one of 
the best friends” she ever had. “Though our 
friendship will never have been long enough, 
I will never forget the fun we had or how 
amazing it was.” 

Another close friend of Lisa’s from her 
childhood, Susie Wilkinson-Hay, now lives 
out of state. She wrote about 20 years of 
missing Lisa that was read by Souders-Mur- 
ray. Wilkinson-Hay said Lisa “was like the 
sister I never had” when the two grew up in 
Agawam. 

Wilkinson-Hay wrote that there are days 
when she misses Lisa, and can’t stop crying. 
“T feel cheated. When the important events 
of my life happen, I wish I could share them 
with her.” 

But most days, when Wilkinson-Hay 
thinks of Lisa, she remembers joy, happi-

that stands out from his decade as mayor is 
what happened to Lisa.

Always 
keep Lisa in your heart and always keep your 
eyes and your ears open, because I’m con- 
vinced some day those horrible people who 
are responsible will be brought to justice,” 
he said.

House passes job protection 
law for volunteer firefighters 


BOSTON - State Rep. Nicholas A. Bold- 
yga, R-Southwick, joined his colleagues in 
the Massachusetts House of Representatives 
to pass legislation which will protect the pri- 
mary jobs of call and volunteer firefighters. 

The legislation increases job security for 
call and volunteer firefighters under the cur- 
rent statute, which protects them from being 
dismissed from their primary job if they are 
called to fight a fire and consequently arrive 
late to work. This legislation now protects the 
full-time jobs of those volunteer firefighters 
who also respond to natural disasters, emer- 
gency medical response, and hazardous ma- 
terial incidents. 


“These men and women who already sac- 
rifice so much in order to protect our com- 
munity, should never be worried about re- 
sponding to a call because of fear that they 
might lose their job,” said Boldyga. 

“This legislation increases job protection 
for the Commonwealth’s 8,000 part-time 
call and volunteer firefighters who serve 
throughout Massachusetts,’ he continued. 
“This new measure will help ensure that 
these deserving volunteers can continue to 
keep our families safe. It will give them the 
added job security they need to continue pro- 
viding for their families.”

Discussing ways to make casino gaming reality

BOSTON — The newly-formed Massa- 
chusetts Gaming Commission is, as chair 
Stephen Crosby put it in a pun, “off to the 
races.” 

The five-member group, which will over- 
see casino gaming in the state, held its first 
meeting April 10 at UMass Boston. The 
nearly four-hour session was largely dedi- 
cated to general housekeeping, and settling 
administrative, logistical and organizational 
matters. But after lengthy presentations, the 
commission also voted to hire two New Jer- 
sey-based consulting firms as it moves for- 
ward with its charge: Michael and Caroll PC 
of Atlantic City, and Linwood-based Spec- 
trum Gaming Group. 

As Crosby explained to the assembled 
crowd, the April 10 assembly would be the 
first of “very, very many public meetings,” 
which could be held every week or even 
more frequently. 

The commission has already held a second 
meeting, this Tuesday (April 17) at the Divi- 
sion of Insurance in Boston, during which it 
was to discuss its search for an executive di- 
rector, record-keeping and human resources, 
as well as the process for providing informa- 
tion to host and surrounding communities. 

The group was established as part of the 
new law, which was signed by Gov. Deval 
Patrick on Nov. 22, that legalizes three, re- 
sort-style casinos — one to be licensed in the 
southeastern part of the state, another around 
Worcester or Boston, and a third to the west 
— and one racetrack slot parlor in the state. 
Its five members, which will “select, license, 
oversee, and regulate all expanded gaming 
facilities,” according to the law, were ap- 
pointed by Patrick, Attorney General Martha 
Coakley, and Treasurer Steve Grossman.

Its members include chair Crosby, found- 
ing dean of the John W. McCormack Gradu- 
ate School of Policy and Global Studies at 
UMass Boston; James McHugh, retired 
associate justice of the Massachusetts Ap- 
peals Court; former New Jersey Lt. Colonel 
Gayle Cameron; Enrique Zuniga, executive 
director of the Massachusetts Water Pollu- 
tion Abatement Trust; and a western Mass. 
representative, Bruce Stebbins, Springfield’s 
business development administrator, and a 
former city councilor. 

All eyes in the central and western parts 
of the state have been steadfastly watching 
the long process to casino legalization, and, 
in the months since the law was put into ef- 
fect, big plans have surfaced in the area. In 
addition to Mohegan Sun, which for years 
has positioned itself to open a casino just 
off Palmer’s MassPike exit, proposals have 
surfaced in Springfield (from Las Vegas- 
headquartered Ameristar Casinos, Inc.); and 
in Holyoke (from Hard Rock International). 
MGM Resorts International had also been 
looking at a site in Brimfield, but com- 
pany officials recently announced that they 
dropped that idea, are now exploring options 
elsewhere in the area. 

As state Sen. Stephen Brewer (D-Barre) 
explained just before the bill was signed into 
law (he voted in favor), the gaming com- 
mission was established so that “politicians 
won’t meddle” and play favorites. The goal 
was to have casinos set up “without political 
involvement,” he said. 

Crosby, for his part, explained that the 
commission is unusual in that it has full-time 
members, is in start-up mode, has “virtually 
no staff,’ and at the same time operates un- 
der the same rules and regulations, including 
the Open Meeting Law, of public boards. 

Its goal, he said, is to “design and imple- 
ment a participatory, transparent and fair 


process.” As part of that, members travel 
around the state to talk with citizens. 

He acknowledged that, “were in a learn- 
ing mode.” 

At its first meeting, the commission inter- 
viewed representatives of both Michael and 
Caroll and Spectrum Gaming with the intent 
to choose between the two — but ultimately 
couldn’t come to a decision due to their var- 
ied experience and expertise. 

Principals from Michael and Carroll were 
involved in New Jersey’s 1970s Casino Con- 
trol Act, helped to establish gaming in Aus- 
tralia, and were also involved in the initial 
setting up of Foxwoods. Spectrum Gaming, 
meanwhile, has compiled a number of re- 
ports for public and private parties including 
Gov. Patrick — some of which have come un- 
der scrutiny from those who oppose casinos 
— and has also worked with dozens of clients 
in the public and private sector, as well as 
with Native American tribes. 

Both firms will now serve as consultants, 
helping the commission to develop a strate- 
gic plan, and also make other recommenda- 
tions related to the various aspects of their 
charge. 

Meanwhile, the commission selected 
Cambridge-based Anderson and Kreiger law 
firm to create a code of ethics; appointed 
Janice Reilly as its first chief of staff; and 
adopted, as a general guideline, Robert’s 
Rules of Order. 

Moving forward, Crosby explained: “All 
of us have discussed frequently that the de- 
bate about whether or not to have expanded 
gaming in Massachusetts is over. It has been 
authorized by the representatives of the peo- 
ple and the governor. We now are committed 
to trying to implement that public policy in 
the best way that we possibly can.”
